Brown victory closer 
than polls predicted,

LOS ANGELES (UPIl — Democrat 
Edmund Brown Jr., 36-year-old son of 
the man Republican Ronald Reagan 
trounced eight years ago, won the 
governor of California Tuesday by less 
than 190,000 votes. 
The victory by Brown, one of the new 
faces 
in 
the 
Democratic 
party 
nationally, over progressive Republican 
Houston Flournoy was far closer than 
the polls had indicated and was still in 
doubt until after midnight. 
The nip and tuck gubernatorial battle 
was in sharp contrast to the contest for 
U.S. Senator with 
incumbent Alan 
Cranston breezing to a second term over 
GOP State Sen. H. L. Richardson by a 
margin of more than 1.4 million votes. 
Returns from 99 per cent of the 
precincts gave Brown 3,058,539 votes to 
2,781,598 for Flournoy—a margin of 52 to 
48 per cent. 
The same 99-per cent results gave 
Cranston 3,599,337 votes to 2,144,306 for 
Richardson—63 to 37 per cent. 
Brown, the former secretary of state 
who used that office with shrewd 
publicity value, got almost 160,000 of his 
margin of winning votes in Los Angeles 
county alone. 
The Democratic victory also swept 72 
of the party candidates into the 100 
legislative seats up for election. 
As expected, voters in the nation’s 
most populous state turned out in light 
numbers in this first general election 
since the Watergate scandals. 
"It’s a victory for the Democratic 
party and for the people of California,” 
Brown, the 36-year-old secretary of 
state, said as he stood beside his 
beaming father, Edmund G. "Pat” 
Brown. The bachelor lawyer is already 
mentioned as a presidential contender in 
1976 or 1980. 
Flournoy, 45, the state controller, 
went to bed after declaring, "When this 
night is over we’re going to have a new 
governor of California and I’m going to 
be it.” 
The political reform-minded Brown 
called himself a “new spirit” candidate 
and campaigned as hard against Rea­ 
gan, Richard M. Nixon, and double-digit 
inflation as he did against Flournoy, had 
been favored in the pre-election polls. 
A progressive Republican in the 
tradition of the late Earl Warren, 
Flournoy repeatedly asserted that if 
Brown’s name were "Edmund G. Green 
Jr.” he would not be the nominee.

Tuesday by swelling their majority in Congress and building 
new power in the nation’s biggest statehouses. 
The Democrats, now forced to take a greater share of 
responsibility for the future of the economy, attained more 
than a two-thirds majority in the House and a few more 
Senate seats—just short of a numerical “veto-proof” Con­ 
gress. The new House also tends to be more liberal. 
President Ford, who had warned against a "legislative 
dictatorship” of free spending Democrats, acknowledged he 
would have to work more closely with them on the big 
issues—such as taxes and wage-price controls. But he 
denied that the outcome spelled doom for the GOP or his 
own probable candidacy in 1976. 
The two parties traded several governorships. But the 
Democrats made more and bigger statehouse gains, par­ 
ticularly by ending GOP domination in nation's two largest 
states—New York and California. 
Hugh Carey, a little known Brooklyn congressman, pro­ 
pelled himself into national prominence by winning the top 
job in Albany and Secretary of State Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
36, won the California governorship once held by his father. 
The GOP made a surprise gain in Ohio by electing former 
Gov. John A. Rhodes over incumbent John J. Gilligan and 
Republican

Bennett 
won 
the previously 
Democratic Kansas governorship in one of the nation’s 
tightest statehouse races. 
The Alaska governorship and a Senate seat in North 
Dakota still were undecided. But the Democrats had gained 
or were leading for four more seats in the Senate, 45 
additional seats in the House and added or were leading for 
four new governorships. 
In Oklahoma, incumbent Republican Sen. Henry Bellmon 
won a nip-and-tuck re-election over former Democratic con­ 
gressman Ed Edmondson in one of the nation’s tightest 
races. 
This tightened the grip they have held on Congress since 
1954 and made the indicated party lineup for the 94th 
Congress convening in January 62 Democrats and 38 


Republicans in the Senate, 
29J Democrats and 142 
Republicans in the House. 
The indicated lineup of governors was 36 Democrats and 
13 Republicans, and one independent in Maine—a high water 
mark in party domination of statehouses since the nation 
became a union of 50 states. 
Ford and other Republicans acknowledged that Watergate 
and the economy combined to hurt the GOP. A spokesman 
said the President did not consider it a referenda on his own 
performance in office. 
Immediately 
putting 
pressure 
on

increased 
congressional majority, Ford described the outcome as a 
mandate for the Democrats to take "a full measure of 
responsibility” for the economy and House GOP Leader 
John Rhodes called on them to come up with their own 
legislative program. 
Agreeing to do so, House Speaker Carl Albert predicted 
Congress soon will act on a "a real housing program,” 
health insurance, tax reform and other economic measures. 
The Democrats needed 67 seats in the Senate and 290 in 
the House—a figure they surpassed—for the two-thirds 
majorities required to override presidential vetoes. But 
numbers alone do not reflect the ideological differences that 
often erase party lines on Capitol Hill. 
Several prospects for future national political positions 
also emerged with impressive victories. On the Democratic 
side this included Govs Reubin Askew of Florida, Wendell 
Anderson of Minnesota and Dale Bumpers of Arkansas, who 
won a Senate seat, and Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III of 
Illinois. John Glenn did the same with a big victory for a 
Senate seat from Ohio. 
Michigan Gov. William G. Milliken enhanced his reputa­ 
tion by holding on to his job despite a very tough challenge. 
In a footnote to the 1972 presidential election, Sen. George 
McGovern won reelection from South Dakota and his 
former campaign manager, Gary Hart, will join him in the 
Senate from Colorado. 
The Democrats’ bigger congressional majority gives 
them a much stronger hand in dealing with Ford as the 1976 
presidential election approaches, especially on key political 
issues like national health insurance, tax reform and anti­ 
inflation measures, including wage and price controls. 


Ford philosophical, business jittery 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford does not view 
Republican losses in Tuesday’s elections as “a referendum 
on himself” and the outcome will not affect his decision to 
"probably” run for president in 1976, his chief spokesman 
said today. 
Although Ford blamed inflation as the No. 1 campaign 
issue, Press Secretary Ron Nessen said that "we wouldn’t 
disagree that it was a referendum on Watergate.” 
Nessen told reporters that “no one considers the election 
a referendum (on Ford) and he doesn’t believe that.” 
Nessen said that Ford, members of his family and his 
senior adviser monitored the returns until about 1:30 a.m. 
today. He said there was a party atmosphere and “everyone 
had a good time.” 
"It was not a wake,” Nessen insisted and said that Ford 
was philosophical about the ups and downs of elections as a 
result of his 26 years in the political arena. 


The sweep by Democratic candidates was no surprise to 
the financial community, which is now bracing for new 
demands for wage and price controls to fight inflation. 
"Everyone must have been anticipating a Democratic 
victory, of greater or lesser proportions,” said Saul Smer- 
ling, a veteran stock market analyst. 
Smerling predicted Tuesday a Democratic landslide 


would be temporarily unsettling but wouldn’t “ knock the 
spots off the market.” 
He also said the gains by Democrats in Congress, at least 
at the outset, could bring stronger demands for wage and 
price controls. 
That prospect brought little favorable reaction. 
“The worst thing would be if we had controls,” said 
Lucien Hooper, a stock analyst with 40 years on Wall Street 
But he said both parties “are more afraid of recession and 
depression” than inflation. Hooper said this could discour­ 
age pressure for wage and price controls. 
Economists generally view controls as a tool to keep 
wages and prices down in an inflationary period but ineffec­ 
tive against recession or depression when expansion is 
sought. 
Most economists now believe the economy is in a 
recession, complicated by unabated inflation 
Most of the Republicans President Ford campaigned 
for lost Tuesday. 
In a 19-state, 16,685-mile, month-long rescue mission, 
Ford campaigned fervently for underdogs. 
He endorsed a total of 103 Republican gubernatorial, Sen­ 
ate and House candidates. More than half were defeated in 
the first volley of returns.

But the yellow pins tell the 
story They denote the location 
of 12 hay stations of the newly 
orgin,7ed REACT chapter — 
Radio Emergency Associated 
Citizens Teams 
REACT is composed of local 
residents who own citizens 
band radios and voluntarily 
monitor channel 9, the official 
emergency channel on CBR. 
When someone calls for help 
over the channel, a REACT 
monitor answers the call, picks 
up the phone, and relays the 
inform ation 
to 
proper 
authorities 
The authorities may be the 
Lompoc Police Department or 
' 
the Lompoc Fire Department 
. or a tow truck 


For example. Bob Andrew's

monitoring when a emergency 
.call came over. A car piled into

motorcycle 
on

X Avenue and an ambulance was

Mrs. Andrew called

It so happened that someone

"We basically have monitors 
on 24 hours a day.

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Voters okay Melones Dam, doom LA mass transit 


...but restore voting rights to ex-felons, alter 
UC Board of Regents, extend their recall rights 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Two environmentalist 
supported 
initiatives—to block a dam on the Stanislaus River and build a 
rapid transit system for Southern California—were rejected by 
the voters Tuesday. 
An initiative authorizing a $150 million bond issue to replace 
school buildings that would be unsafe in an earthquake won 
approval 
Prop 17, which would have declared nine miles of the Stanislaus 
River in Calaveras County, between Modesto and the Sierra, a 
“wild and scenic river,” was rejected by 53 per cent of the voters. 
Supporters of the initiative, a coalition of environmentalist 
groups, fought plans by the Army Corps of Engineers to build a 
giant earth fill dam— the biggest west of the Mississippi—across 
the river at New Melones. contending it would ruin a precious 
white water stretch prized by canoeists and rafters 
But the dam was favored by farmers, and others interested in 
recreation They argued that the dam is badly needed to store 
water for irrigation of the valley below, one of the nation’s most 
important farming areas, and to protect the farmland from 
flooding They also maintained that the lake backed up by the dam 
would provide more recreational facilities than would be lost 
In Los Angeles County, 53 per cent of the voters cast their 
ballots against Prop. A, the county rapid transit initiative. 
The measure would have increased the sales tax in the Southern 
California Rapid Transit District from six to seven cents on the 
dollar The initiative was designed to raise $205 million a year, to 


be spent on 1,000 additional buses, and beginning construction of a 
145-mile high speed fixed guideway commuter train system. 
Proponents said the tax income would bring in federal matching 
funds for the $8 billion transit system, and called the initiative 
Southern California’s last hope to escape dependence on the 
private automobile and freeway network for personal transporta­ 
tion. 
Opponents—including a coalition of Los Angeles County 
mayors—argued that it was an unfair tax burden on the lower and 
middle classes, that the routes were designed to serve downtown 
Los Angeles, not outlying communities, and that only a small 
percentage of the area's inhabitants ever ride a bus or want to do 
so. 
The companion proposition in Orange County was overwhelm­ 
ingly defeated by a margin of almost 3-1. 
Prop 1, authorizing a $150 million state bond issue to replace or 
reinforce school buildings believed 
to be dangerous in 
earthquakes, drew approval from 60 per cent of the voters 


The other initiatives drew little attention or controversy, for the 
most part, and in manv cases involved only legal technicalities. 


Prop. 11, a feminist measure to strike all references to sex in 
the state constitution substituting neuter words for masculine 
references, appeared to have squeaked by with 51 per cent voter 
approval 
The voters also approved: 
—Prop 2, permitting cities and counties to amend their 
charters without permission of the legislature, by a resounding 73 
percent. 
—Prop 4, reducing the term of University of California regents 
from 16 years to 12, and adding a student and a faculty 
representative to the board 
—Prop 5 which forbids cities and counties from requiring that 
government employes live in the city or county that employes 
them, by 60 per cent 
—Prop 6, by a landslide 82 per cent, requiring the legislature to 


provide benefits to renters comparable to increases in property 
tax breaks for home owners. 
—Prop 7, streamlining state constitutional provisions pro­ 
tecting individual rights 
—Prop 
8. making technical changes in the wording of 
constitutional tax provisions 
—Prop 9, extending the powers of the voters to recall any 
elected official 
—Prop 10. restoring the right to vote to convicted felons after 
they complete their sentences and parole terms. 
-Prop 12. making technical changes in the status of the public 
utilities commission. 
-Prop 13, permitting San Diego County cities to be divided into 
more than one judicial district, by 66 per cent approval. 
The voters rejected these initiatives: 
- Prop 3. which would have exempted the chief administrative 
officer of the post secondary education committee and three top 
deputies from civil service provisions 
-Prop 14. which would have added the president pro tempore 
of the state Senate to the State College board of trustees 
—Prop 15. which would have repealed the requirement that 
every proposed low-rent housing development be approved by 
popular vote, by 61 per cent of the ballots cast 
-Prop 16, which would have given the state legislature, instead 
of the university Board of Regents, power over UC tuition, by 58 
percent of the votes,

NEW YORK (UPI) - Demo­ 
crat Hugh L. Carey, a once- 
obscure 
congressman 
from 
Brooklyn, 
Tuesday defeated 
Republican Gov. Malcolm Wil­ 
son and ended the 16-year GOP 
dynasty of Nelson A. Rockefell­ 
er in New York. 
The Democrats scored dra­ 
matic gains across the state, 
adding at least five seats to 
their already lopsided margin 
in Congress What little Repub­ 
lican cheer there was came in 
Sen. 
Jacob 
K. 
Javits’ 
re- 
election to a fourth term over 
Texas 
transplant 
Ramsey 
Clark 
Carey’s win also gave the 
state its first woman lieutenant 
governor, state Sen Mary Anne 
Krupsack. 
Incomplete 
and 
unofficial 
returns gave Carey an 831,000 
vote lead over Wilson, who 
served 15 years as Rockefeller 
lieutenant governor and was 
his hand-picked successor. 
For 
Wilson, 
the 
defeat 
marked the end of a campaign 
in which nothing appeared to go 
right. He was constantly forced 


on the defensive by national 
issues such as the Watergate 
scandal, President Ford’s par­ 
don of Richard M. Nixon and 
Rockefeller’s $2 million in gifts 
to former aides. 


For Carey, the win climaxed 
a long struggle that began last 
December 
and

“This is a celebration of 
homecoming,” said Carey, sur­ 
rounded by his 12 children.

Javits, who also had Liberal 
party backing, defeated Demo­ 
crat Clark by about 300,000 
votes, far below his previous

A 
recount was a virtual certainty. 
Rhodes had conceded the 
election before midnight when

Glenn’s victory, in which he 
carried all 88 Ohio counties 
including Perk’s home county, 
boosts him into contention as a 
possible presidential or vice 
presidential candidate for the 
Democrats in 1976 He takes 
the seat now held by Sen. 
Howard M. Metzenbaum. 
Glenn, 53, had conducted a 
hard 
fought 
and 
expensive 


campaign, stressing his back­ 
ground in science and technolo­ 
gy as an asset in solvine 
America’s problems such as 
inflation and fuel shortages. 


He had previously lost twice 
—once in 1964 when an ear

Park. Republican Wayne Kid- 
well beat Park —who had 
troubles within his own party.

Oregon elects new 
Democratic governor; 
keeps GOP senator 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) - 
Oregon voters elected a Demo­ 
cratic governor for the first 
time in 18 years Tuesday, but 
returned Republican Bob Pack- 
wood to a second Senate term. 
Pack wood, who denounced 
Watergate during his cam­ 
paign, turned back state Sen. 
Betty Roberts. 
Former Sen. Wayne Morse 
had 
won 
the 
Democratic 
nomination to try to regain the 
seat he lost to Packwood six 
years ago, but Morse died in 
August and the state party 
chose her to oppose Packwood. 
Democrats also captured all 
four 
of 
the 
state’s 
four 
congressional 
seats, 
gaining 
two spots. 
Former state Treasurer Rob­ 
ert Straub, who twice lost to 
GOP Gov. Tom McCall, who 
could not seek a third term 
under the state Constitution, 
won 
the 
governorship 
over 


conservative state Sen. Victor 
Atiyeh. 
Oregon’s 
last 
Democratic 
governor was Robert Holmes, 
who won election in 1956 to 
complete the term of Republi­ 
can Paul Patterson, who died in 
office. 
Democratic State Rep. Les 
Aucoin 
captured 
the 
First 
District congressional seat —a 
first for Democrats —over 
Diarmuid O’Scannlain. He re­ 
places Rep. Wendell Wyatt, a 
Republican, who retired. 
Rep. A1 Ullman, a Democrat, 
beat 
Republican 
Kenneth 
■ Brown, 
and 
former 
Rep. 
Robert Duncan, a Democrat, 
won 
over 
Republican 
John 
Piacentini for a seat vacated by 
Democrat Edith Green.

Now, with the season better than half-way over, I was 
curious as to how the theories were working 
"Each week I paint a portrait of a starting center with a 
key phrase for the coming game and put it on the ‘juice 
board,” ' said Tubby Raymond, coach of Delaware. 
Halfway through the season, Delaware was undefeated. 
"The players think it’s kind of funny,” said Raymond. " I ’ve 
learned that motivation is an individual thing. 
"We don’t go in for stuff like the Rice coach who in a pre­ 
game talk broke a leg off a table, smashed the blackboard 
with it, and then this was the signal for a series of 
firecrackers to go off in the shower room 
* 
"O r the device by Biggie Munn when he was coach of 
Michigan State He had a guy hold a torch to ‘light the way’ 
for the team onto the field But the lighter fluid spilled all 
over and when he 
lit the torch the locker room nearly 
burned down. 
"I treat my guys as grown men, and I appeal to their 
intelligence The ‘juice board’ usually has information about 
the other team, and that silly picture I draw We all know 
it’s silly, but we like it.” 
Wilbur Gobrecht, coach of Dickinson College in Carlisle, 
Pa., said that "we don’t believe in the old Knute Rockne 
theory. They must do the work on the field. 
"Once I was the rantin’ type, like some of the big boys in 
the major colleges. But one day after I was dressing the 
team down, calling ’em ‘chumps,’ and stuff like that, one of 
my players said to me aside, ‘Coach, that’s not the proper 
way to do things.’ And I saw he was right, that the team was 
depressed instead of uplifted. So I changed ’’ 


John Bushofsky of Austin Peay said, "We leave most of 
the motivating to the players.” And this season he is on the 
way to winning more games than last. 
"A few years ago the whole thing involved in coaching 


was how long a player’s sideburns should be and whether we 
ought to permit him a mustache 
"Now we know that all that is ridiculous, and hair has 
nothing to do with his performance or ours I’ve learned that 
you can only breathe so much fire into a kid. A winner will 
almost always find a way to win, a loser will always find the 
best way to screw up 
"I tell a player that if he gives 100 per cent, then he’ll 
never have any trouble looking at himself in the m irror. As 
for getting ready for a game, 1 let ’em laugh or frown or do 
anything they want Each guy is different inside. 
"There is one thing I do, though Before a game I show 
them a picture and read the accompanying poem about a 
four-year-old who walks in braces. He’d give anything to 
have good legs like my players do. I tell them they have an 
opportunity to take advantage of their good fortune. I think 
it works.” 
One coach who still believes in the rah-rah technique is 
Haywood Scissum of Tuskegee Institute "We prepare our 
players mentally by allowing our coaches and captains to 
give a pep talk just prior to the game. It puts the team as 
high as a kite.” 
Tuskegee is undefeated, so it must work. After the 13 
coaches and captains finish, Coach Scissum insists that none 
of his players is sleeping 
"People talk about the new ‘sophisticated’ athlete, but 
don’t let anyone fool you. We get them from New York and 
Chicago and everywhere else to school down here in 
Alabama, and the pep talks work with these fellows. ” 
Paul Wallrof of Puget Sound agrees. "We play logging 
records with songs telling of the hard work, hardships and 
good tim es of being a logger in the great North Woods It’s 
been amazing how these ‘cool’ modern-day players have 
reacted. At first they thought ‘bush’ and ‘corny’ and reacted 
with laughter and disdain. Now they react with pride and 
enthusiasm.” 
As for half-time “ fire-up” speeches. Tubby Raymond of 
Delaware says he has no time for it. 
“ F irst,” he said, "w e have to go over technical aspects. 
And second, we have 85 players in the locker room with only 
two urinals.”

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) -

Small town boom

What are Russians up to? 


It used to be, how y’gonna 
keep ’em down on the farm ... 
or small towns9 Now it seems 
to be just the opposite. 
That, 
at 
least, 
is 
the 
indication of a report released 
by the head of population 
studies in the Department of 
A griculture’s 
Econom ic 
Research Service. Based on 
statistics for 41 states for the 
period 1970 to 1973, the report 
shows that the movement to 
small cities and towns is 
gaining so that the rate of 
population growth in big cities 
and suburbs now is less than 
that 
in 
non-metropolitan 


Suddenly we find out that Liu Shao-chi 
is dead. When did he die*’ We don t 
know How did he die*» We don't know. 
Where did he die? We don't know You 
see, we don't really know anything about 
what is going on inside Chinese politics 
Is that because, as Harriet Van Home 
might put it. we were for 20 years trying 
to pretend that 700 million people didn’t 
exist*» No Because even if you use that 
silly phrase, we haven’t been ignoring 
the 250 million people in the Soviet 
Union, 
not 
since 
1933 
when 
we 
recognized the regime 
And what do we 
know about the inside 
of Russian politics? 
Nothing I mean, not 
one 
blessed 
thing 
What 
we 
have 
is 
a 
profession 
called 
Kremlinology, which, 
so far as one can tell 
from the record, has 
a d v a n c e d 
our 
knowledge of what is 
going on inside the 
Kremlin with about 
the same 
statistical accuracy you could have got 
from consulting the local tea leaf 
reader. When Khrushchev was ousted, 
our Kremlinologists learned about it 
from the AP. When the last Ping-Pong 
player has visited China, we will still 
know 
nothing 
more 
about Chinese 
politics than we do now. 
Which brings one to the solemn 
warning, issued in New York on October 
31, by Senator James L. Buckley. He is 
on his way to the Soviet Union, where, 


by the way, he intends to discover some 
non-Jewish victims of Soviet tyranny. 
He will go the usual places and meet the 
usual people and observe — there is a 
great deal to be said for observing But 
being a very intelligent man, he does not 
expect to return to the United States 
with a sophisticated idea of exactly what 
the Soviet military is up to. That kind of 
information we get only through the use 
of several devices The least of these, at 
this point, is the Central Intelligence 
Agent, because CIA agents who poke 
about military laboratories in Central 
Asia are given a bad time We get the 
best information we have from our 
missile technology From photographs. 


Now it was an important part of the 
SALf agreement that the partners 
should not engage in efforts to deceive 
these photographic monitors. In other 
words, if you were digging a hole for the 
purpose of putting in it a silo which 
would 
contain 
an 
intercontinental 
missile, you must not put stray bits of 
straw around it so as to confuse our 
monitors and make them think you are 
storing grain. 


Senator 
Buckley says that some 
insiders in and out of U.S. Intelligence 
have recently accumulated a number of 
grounds to believe that the Soviet Union 
has been systematically breaking this 
part of our agreement. This unhappy 
news combines with something about 
which there is no dispute, namely that 
we greatly underestimated the capacity 
of Soviet technology to MIRV their 
missiles when we made the 1972 deal. 
Under the circumstances, as we move 


toward the second SALT accord, we face 
a situation doubly dangerous 
1) An 
inexact knowledge of what it is exactly 
that the Soviets have, and 2) a Soviet 
lead, accomplished by the Ford inertia, 
in technology which the Soviet Union is 
not going to be anxious to retrench from 
It is Senator Buckley’s point that in 
authorizing 
SALT 
I, 
the 
Senate 
specifically ordained that SALT II 
should look to “equivalence,’ and that 
unless the White House comes clean now 
and confirms either a) that the Soviet 
Union is forging ahead; or b) that we 
have lost our power to establish whether 
the Soviet Union is forging ahead, 
Congress 
is 
incapable 
of 
acting 
intelligently when it is presented with a 
proposed agreement involving SALT II. 
“To summarize my concerns," said 
Senator Buckley, “as it appears that the 
Soviets may be rapidly achieving the 
capacity to deploy a far greater number 
of missile warheads than the Congress 
ever anticipated when the SALT accords 
were ratified in 1972, and as the Soviets 
may 
be 
initiating 
measures 
of 
concealment it will make it increasingly 
difficult for us to measure the extent of 
their aggregate payload capacities and 
of their capability to intercept United 
States ballistic missiles, it is imperative 
that our negotiators take with absolute 
seriousness the Congressional mandate 
that the next agreement provides for 
true parity in strategic forces, and that 
any 
such agreement contain more 
stringent safeguards to assure us of the 
ability to monitor Soviet compliance.’’ 
Quite right, though I do wish the Senator 
would use shorter sentences.

If a citizen takes out a $1,000 
loan, he is allowed to deduct the interest 
on the debt from his tax return; if he 
puts $1,000 in savings, however, he must 
forfeit part of the interest earnings to 
the IRS Is not the lesson here clear? 
You cannot promote prosperity, as 
Lincoln said, by discouraging thrift. 
Other illustrations of such insanity 
abound. 
Power companies promote 
waste by 
reducing rates for bulk 
consumption. The man who insulates his 
home to conserve fuel is socked with 
higher taxes on an improved dwelling. 
The single individual who eats less then 
the large economy size pays more for 
smaller quantities. Even retired people, 
who by their time of life deserve a rest 
from the ridiculous, are prevented from 
saving by a Social Security law which 
discourages them from earning enough 
outside money to sock some away. 
The situation, bogged in a complex 
swamp of laws and traditions, could no 
doubt still be reversed. One thing that is 
needed, say concerned economists, is a 
public use structure which has as its just 
basis escalating cost for escalating 
consumption Put simply: if a family 
sets out one bag of garbage for the 
scavengers weekly, it would not pay the 
same pick-up rate as the family which 
sets out three or four. 
The proposal, a sliding scale system of 
selling and buying, is nothing new. 
Phone companies, as example, have 
long 
charged 
minimum 
rates 
for 
minimum use. Yet large segments of 
government and business have not 
gotten the message of rewarding thrift 
instead of waste. President Ford for one 
knows well that 146 congressmen have 
introduced legislation to reform savings 
and loan inconsistencies, yet he has 
i refused 
them 
a 
blessing. 
So 
has 
Congress as a body, for that matter, 
which has an excessive waste pile of its 
own in the form of lost opportunities. 
So here we are again, doing battle 
with ourselves. Our offense is critical 
need and our defense is entrenched 
custom. Neither will likely lay a glove 
on the other. The only loser, perhaps, 
will be wisdom.

After reading the article in last night’s 
Lompoc Record, I feel compelled to 
voice to you my objection concerning 
the way in which the raise in fees for the 
Mission Hills Cable TV service was 
handled. 
It is difficult to see how this could be 
considered a fully deliberated decision 
on the basis of the information provided 
in the news. Why did the Supervisors 
feel it necessary to make a decision on 
this question while the City of Lompoc is 
still in the process of negotiation with 
TelePrompTer? Why has there been no 
opportunity for a public hearing for 
residents of the unincorporated areas of 
the county? Does the contract with 
TelePrompTer provide for additional 
price increases or is there presently no 
contractual relationship between the 
County and TelePrompTer? Has the 
County investigated alternative sources 
of cable service as has Vandenberg 
AFB? Is the county aware that there is a 
very real possibility that TelePrompTer 
may no longer serve Vandenberg AFB? 
The City of Lompoc has wisely 
indicated that improvement in service 
will be a condition of any approval of 
increase in cost for service. Has the 
County made similar conditions on the 
approved increase of 55 per cent to 
provide cable service? 
If in fact the price increase is a result 
of serious deliberation and negotiation 
with the vendor in question, your 
constituents should be so advised — 
utilizing the same media which once 
again provides information that leads us 
to believe that our elected officials act 
in haste with little concern for the needs 
and requirements of their constituency.
